name Torontonian listen with awe to 
the expeiences of Father J. E. Me 
Graine of Lac La Biche, 175 miles 
{north of Edmonton—on the fringe of 
| civilization—who ministers to Indians 
and halfbreeds, lives in and guides a 
Hospital, runs a weekly newspaper, 
\ teaches cadets signalling and loves it 
‘all. His sparkling blue eyes and 
| healthy face glow with life. Just a 
| country editor and a great Canadian. 


| At one breakfast I talked with Edi- 
tor McLeod of Yarmouth, Nova Scotia. 
A former bus line organizer, he had 
been a medical practitioner in New 
York State. Yet two years ago took 
over a weekly and loves it because he 
never was so near to Canadian people 
before. There was white haired Edi- 
tor Udall of Boissevain, Manitoba, ov- 
er forty years recording births, deaths 
and happiness of his farmer readers. 
“Wouldn't be anything else.” he told 

| me. 

Mingling with the crowd well known 
| Editor Barrett of Curling, Newfound- 
|land, who now watches the “men 
who go down to the sea in ships” head 
ing to battle U boat marurauders; and 
there was a_ hands-across-the-border 
touch with fellows like Editor Pete 
Dragon of Elbion, New York, visiting 
the warvention. “Gosh, there’s no 
difference between us folks,” he said 
to me. “That’s our job now to make 
the whole world feel the same. 

The weekly editors heard some 
thoughtful stuff at their gatherings. 
Talked over ways and means to help 
prepare public opinion and thought for 
the post-war period. Theirs is a res- 
ponsibility so vast as to nearly fright- 
enone. Theirs is a job of tremend- 
ous implications, and this was empha- 
sized by Publisher George McCullagh 
of the Globe and Mail, when he spoke 
in introducing at a banquet that out- 
sized but awe inspiring figure of a 
men Donald Gordon, Chairman of the 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board. 

Mr. Gordon gave the editors a sign- 
nificant thought, but one they are a- 
ware of and probably should more lend 
their psns to. He said the wor'd war 
front looks promising but our home 
war front is “far from happy’; that 
wartime controls are losing the active 
public support they received under the 
stimulus of possible defeat. Here is 
one of his punch lines; “Many people 
fed up with restrictions and controls 
are tending to let selfishness rule 
their judgment, forgetting that in so 
doing they not only weaken the drive 
needed for the knockout blow to our 
enemies, but risk also the benefits ac- 
hieved by thefr forbearance and co- 
operation up to the present time.” 

The editors met a now prominent 
figure, Hon George Drew, Premier of 
Ontario. In a_ speech to them Mr. 
Drew made, to me, a very significant 
statement in view of the momentous 
Conference at Quebec. “The best way 
(to answer insolationists) is to prove 
by our own conduct within the British 
Empire that nations separated by wide 
stretches of water can work in suc- 
cessful partnership either in war or 
peace.” 

They gave us spiritual food for 
thought too. Rev. T. B. McDormond 
at an 8.30 a.m. breakfast, spoke on 
“Christian Education Advance Move- 
ment.” We were guests at a luncheon 
by the Boy Scouts Association. Chief 
Executive Commissioner, John A. 
Stiles gave one of the most inspiring 
addresses, asking for further support 
by the press to the Scout movement,

Badly strafed mustard-colored Navy 
motorcycles and a small black sedan 
are parked by the roadside, perhaps 
for good. Most of the vehicles on Kis- 
ka have been strafted, or bombed, or 
both. 

The road around the harbor from the 
submarine base to the main Navy 
camp is about three miles long, is 
rough, but is well-drained. Wither it 
has escaped bombing and shelling or 
was kept in repair up to the last mo- 
ment. Walking along it, we noticed 
of telephone-pole 
installations with which the Japanese 
strung communication and_ electric 
lines over the island. 

After a half hour’s walk in the mud 
and rain, we were picked up by sold- 
iers who had salvaged a Japanese 
truck and were running it on Japanese 
gasoline. 

All the way to the main camp we} 
passed United States and Canadian* 
soldiers who had set-up fiousekeeping | 
in caves and fox holes cut into the hill- 
sides. Fires were burning at the 
mouths of caves and our men were try: 
ing to restore their clothes and sleep- 
ing bags from the effects of the char- 
acteristic Aleutian rain. 

Signs of Bombing— 

The truck groaned to a halt on the 
steep hill leading down into the Navy 
camp, the main Japanese installation 
on the island. Considering the ex- 
tensive shelling and bombing Kiska 
suffered, we were surprised to see how 
many buildings were left standing be- 
hind their tundra-sod barricades. All 
however, show signs of bombing and 
strafing. A few are completely de- 
molished. A cement warehouse has 
been destroyed and its contents have 
spread and hardened in the rain. 

The surrounding hills are pockmark- 
ed with bomb and shell craters. 

Near the water's edge stands a plane 
hangar, partially demolished as ee | 
result of a direct hit. Although the 
biggest building in the area, it would 
fit half a dozen times in any of the 
hangars on our Aleutian bases. Here, 
as elsewhere, all the planes are wrecks

WRITTEN IN CAIRO, EGYPT TO 
FRIENDS IN CALIFORNIA 

I know that when I get home I will 
undoubtely pull my blankets off andj 
sleep on the floor and put all my food 
in one of Dinah’s dishes and eat sit- 
ting on the floor from my lap! I had 
an occasion recently to sleep or a mat: 


We feel very bitter about the striies 
and can’t understand what the Am- 
erican people are thinking about to 
let such a_ thing exist for even 24 
hours. We are so dependent on our 
manufactured products and our boys 
over here have so very little 

It’s really too bad that the American 


had no food. In the shortest time im- 
aginable a near-by British unit heard 
of our plight and they brough bread 
and steaming pans of pork pie and tea 
(Oh, boy! how they can make it!). 
And another American unit called 
back their K. P.’s and prepared more 
food. It takes a “fundamental’’ life 
like this ... to bring out the innate 
kindness of human beings. . 

I doubt any of us can be what we 
were before this war; already there’s 
something gone. And if we can step 
out of this existence back to the old 
one, we will indeed have returned 
through the looking glass. 

Wish that I might walk in on you 
and sit by you and talk for hours and 


people can’t feel a little of the “com- 
rade” spirit that exists between the 
Allied people over here. We came in- 
to one camp late in the afternoon and 


well, just be home! But my grand 
bunch of girls and even myself are 
good soldiers, so we carry on—smiling 
and singing all the time.
